“After leaving the Irish coast we 
ran into dirty weather and had to fly 
higher than we had wished. Later we 
came down to a low pressure area, 
where we found a tail wind. It took 
us about 37 hours to get here and I 
estimate roughly that we flew 6,500 
kilometers (approximately 4,030 
miles).”’ 

Then, on a piece of stationery, he 
drew a little map of his route. On 
it he pointed out the area off the 
coast of Ireland where they first en- 
countered dirty weather. 

“In the center here”’—he pointed to 
a spot in mid-Atlantic—“we had the 
worst weather; right here. It was 
also smudgy over Halifax. But the 
flight was uneventful. The motor be- 
haved perfectly.” 

The interview was given entirely in 
French and was translated as he 
spoke. Bellonte was content to stand 
by and chat in whispers with some 
of his compatriots who were fortunate 
enough to get into the room.

CROWNING ACHIEVEMENT | 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—(UN)— 
Dieudonne Coste, the adventurous 
Gascon, has spent as he nears the 
age of 37, so many hours in the air 
that he long ago ceased . counting 
them. 

He has piloted a combat plane and | 
sent German antagonists tumbling 
earthward toward certain death; he 
has flown the five continents; he has 
spanned the south Atlantic from Sen- 
egal to Brazil; he has set records for 
continuous flight. 

Yet today’s was his crowning 
achievement, a non-stop flight from 


Paris to New York—frequently at- 
tempted but never successful—has | 
been for years his most absorbing am- |* 
bition. Even before Colonel Charles A. | 
Lindbergh flew the same route east-, ; 
ward Coste had considered a chal- | 
lenge to the fogs and the uncertain | 
winds of the north Atlantic. 

Coste’s pioneer spirit—perhaps an 
inheritance from the Vascones who 
forged a path across the Pyrenees to 
settle in the province from which he 
sprang—is blended with an _ ability 
to plan an undertaking in elaborate 
detail. Not for him a foolhardy en- 
counter with the unknown—rather, 
painstaking preparation to eliminate 
all useless hazards. 

Thus it was that he kept the Ques- 
tion Mark in its hangar for months | 
until such time as the weather would 
be favorable or at least more favor- 
able. than usual—for the westward 
flight. He knew that the delay 
brought some criticism even from his 
staunchest admirers but he was ada- 
mant.

On October 28, 1926, he flew with 
Captain Rognot from Paris to Djack, 
Siberia, a new record for distance.

The two then 
toured South "America and the United 
States in their plane, the Nungesser- 
Coli, named after two countrymen 
who lost their lives in an attempt tu 
cross the Atlantic. After traveling 
to Japan by boat Coste and Lebrix 
flew from Tokyo to Paris in six days. 

On July 13, 1929, Coste and Bel- 
lonte left Paris for New York by way 
of the Azores. Encountering storms 
through which they could make little 
headway they turned about and land- 
ed safely. 

On September 23, Bellonte regained 


the distance record, flying 4,419 miles 
'from Paris to Tsitsikar, Manchuria. 


On .December 27, 1929, Coste and 
Paul Codod set a non-refueling record 
for sustained flight over a_ closed 
course.

“Where are they now?’ was the 
query on all sides. Over their cock- 
tails, Americans in many bars ap- 
plauded the achievement of Coste and 
Bellonte. They were as proud as the 
Frenchmen at the duplication, in re- 
verse, of the feat of Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh. 

Many recalled past tragedies on the 
difficult east-to-west north Atlantic 
crossing and were afraid even late in 
the day to be too optimistic. The re- 
lief from that tension was a joy, and 
the spontaneous’ French literally 
“howled with joy.” 

The French air minister, M. Lau- 
rent Eynac, absent from the capi- 
tal, learned of Coste’s arrival by tele- 
phone. He was elated. 

“It is a magnificent exploit,” he 
said over the long distance telephone. 
“It is a feat which will not be re- 
pedted soon, 

“It proves Coste is an excellent pi- 
lot, and Bellonte the most accurate of 
navigators.

Mr. Hearst arrived in Paris yester- 
day for his first visit since publica- 
tion of the document.

He departed for London last night 
without waitésng for the period of 
grace to expire. 
The ministry of the interior late to- 
day gave out the following statement: 
"William Randolph Hearst,

‘This measure, taken upon 
order of the president of the council, 
minister of the interior, had as origin 
the role played by Hearst in the ob- 
tention and publication of a secret 
document relative to the Franco- 
English naval negotiations.” 

The Surete Generale, the French 
equivalent of Scotland Yard, which 
tonveyed the expulsion order to Mr. 
Hearst, had previously stated that the 
action was taken because of Mr. 
Heart's generally “hostile” attitude to- 
ward France. 

“The French government has always 
expelled foreigners who are consistent- 
ly hostile to France,” the police told 
the Associnted Press. “Mr. Hearst 
is a Francophobe and we prefer that 
he should do his eriticizing outside 
of France.

At present there can be no direct 
interchange of geods between the up- 
per Mississippi barge line and the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern because of the 
lack of terminal facilities. 

It always has been the policy of 
the Inland Waterways Corporation to 
have the terminal facilities construct- 
ed by municipalities and then taken 
oven by the government-operated cor- 
poration for use by the water carriers. 
In each instance the corporation has 
steadfastly maintained the policy that 
all interests accruing to the govern- 
ment from such arrangements must 
be passed on to private operators 
whenever in the future the system is 
turned over to private capital for op- 
eration.

The building, occupied for the first 
time when the fall term opened Mon- 
day, is the largest school building in 
the county.

MACON, Ga., Sept. 2—(#)—Bibb 
county’s tax rate was cut from 18.5 
mills to 18 mills at the meeting of 
rs board of eounty commissioners 
oday. 


The board of commissioners was 
divided on the subject and it became 
necessary for Chairman Lee M. Happ 
to cast the deciding vote after a long 
discussion, 


Principal reductions in the budget 
adopted for this fiscal year were made 
in appropriations for roads and bridges. 
The reductions were protested by W. 
G. Middlebrooks, chairman of the Bibb 
county road board, who stated that 
he believed them “unfair.” 


The appropriation fgr roads last / 
year was $96,000. The figure is re-’ 
duced this year to $65,000, with an 
additional fund of approximately $15,- 
000 which will be paid this county as 
its part of the gasoline tax revenue. 

A greater reduction was made in 
the appropriation for bridges. A fund 
of $71,023.57 was designated for that 
branch of the road board’s work last 
year. The figure this year is cut to 
$25,000. | 

It was explained at the meeting that 
roads of the county are in good shape 
and that no extensive building opera- 
tions are contemplated for this year. 
It also was said that construction of 
no large concrete bridge is expected 
for the year. During the past year 
a large sum was expended on concrete 
bridges between here and Hawkins- 
ville, it was explained. 

A resolution providing that funds 
received by Bibb county from the state 
gasoline tax be appropriated for road 
work was passed. The amount is ex- 
pected to be about $15,000. i 

Another resolution, providing that

The Theodul, one of the wildest and 
most dangerous of the Swiss Alpine 
passes, has become the highway for 
Italians wishing to leave their native 
country without being provided with 
the necessar¥ papers. A_ well-organ- 
ized service catering for such emi- 
grants seems to exist in the mountain 
valleys on the Italian slope of the 
pass. The emigrants assemble in 
lonely places far away from the ham- 
lets and are conducted across’ the 
Alps by special guides, who charge be- 
tween two hundred and three hundred 
lire for each person. The guides are 
not very reliable. There have been 
cases of parties wandering about 
glaciers for two or three days. Acci- 
dents, too, have occurred, but these 
have been hushed up, as the guides 
refuse to make statements as to the 
original number of their parties, and 
the emigrants themselves, when they 
arrive at Zermatt, are only anxious 
to reach the French frontier as soon 
as possible. This system began in 
1928, but then the parties were few 
and far between. Their number grew 
considerably last winter, and this year 
already more than 600 Italians are 
said to have made the crossing. It is 
believed that the Swiss authorities 
will take steps to stop this abuse of 
the right of asylum, as it may lead 
te «diplomatic complications with 
Italy.

The pontiff desired to provide 
for posterity imperishable copies in 
mosaic of paintings which were sus- 
ceptible to the ravages of time. In 
contrast to the Byzantines, who used 
small pieces of marble and other such 
natural materials along with glass in 
their work, the Vatican artists em- 
ploy substances prepared in their own 
kilns. When copying a painting the 
Vatican artists seek to reproduce tue 
most delicate nuances of the original. 
In carrying out this purpose they are 
not limited even by the 28.000 tints 
and shades which the studio — store- 
houses hold. If the artist is not satis- 
fiel with what he finds. he goes to 
the kiln and works until he has pro- 
duced the desired tint.

JACKSONVILLE, Sept. 2.—()— 
Charges that Fred O. Eberhardt, Tal- 
lahassee publisher; Henry Halsema 
and Frank Ralls conspired to assas- 
sinate Governor Doyle E. Carlton 
were dismissed today. 

Justice of the Peace J. C. Madi- 
son, whe made the decision after lis- 
tening to a. parade of state’s witnesses 
during four days’ preliminary hear- 
ing, asserted that the state “has failed 
to make a case that would justify this 
court in binding these men over.” 

County Solicitor L. D. Howell ob- 
jected to the dismissal, inquiring 
whether the magistrate meant to dis- 
charge the defendants under the tes- 
timony of Clem Dowling, former room- 
mate of Ralls, and Vincent C. Gib- 
lin, Miami attorney for Al Capone. 
Justice Madison replied that he 
“didn’t believe he was warranted in 


sending this case to the criminal.” 
Dowling and Giblin were the chief 
‘state witnesses. Dowling testified 
that Ralls told him about the alleged 
plot and he in turn informed the gov- 
ernor and Giblin. Giblin said he en- 
tered the case to obtain evidence 80 
that he might thwart a conspiracy 
which he heard was to be blamed on 
his client’s men. He spent some time 
in investigation.

Don K. Johnston is the only ane of 
the dozen candidates for the three leg- 
islative posts in the Georgia assembly 
from Fulton county who favors refer- 
endums calling for reduction of coun- 
cil and the Atlanta board of educa- 
tion, with those selected being nomi- 
nated in primaries in which every citi- 
zen of the borough shall be entitled to 
cast ballots. 

This developed Tuesday at. the At- 
lanta League of Women Voters’ lunch- 
eon, held at the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, which was featured by 
cross-questioning of candidates oppos- 
ing policies of the league, and espe- 
cially of Luther Still, only incumbent 
seeking re-election. 

Three to One. 

Johnston is opposing Still with two 
other entries, M. G. Hicks and J. O. 
Wood. « 

Every one of the other candidates 
opposed reductions of council or 0 
the board or were noncommital in 
their answers to the questionnaire 
which the league addressed to all of 
them. 

No answer to the query is listed 
from either Hicks or Wood. 

The ten candidates who answered 
the league questions appeared at the 
meeting. 

In answer to a question from one of 
the league members as to why he op- 
posed reduction of council and elec- 
tion of succeeding members by a bor- 
ough-wide vote, Mr. Still replied he 


ldid not think “the 13th ward knows 


who the 7th ward wants for council.” 

For the same reason, he opposed the 

board reduction; and stated he would 

not favor a referendum permitting the 

voters to express their preference. 
Public Approval. 

“Tl am in favor of the people pass- 
ing on ayy proposal,” Mr. Johnston 
sad. “They will have an opportunity 
to vote on any measure affecting their 
welfare if I am elected.” 

In the race to succeed Dr. George 
Brown are Virgil Adams, Bond Al- 
mand, George A. Eckford and Swift 
Tyler, dr. 

Adams will support a referendum 
on both questions, provided the selec- 
tion of sutcessors is left to the wards 
or divisions decided upon. Almand is 
not sufficiently acquainted with the 
proposed change to answer concerning 
council and would vote for the school 
board change if satisfied it is for the 
best interests of the educational .de- 
partment. Eckford opposes th; 
Tyler would still want ward repre- 
sentation in council and on the board. 


Other Views Voiced.

It will be usdfortunate if Judge Parker’s failure of confir- 
mation as a Justice of the United States Supreme Court passes 
out of notice as if it were a mere incident: of a political cam- 
paign. The well-known fact, that the head and front of the 
j ouppetion to his appointment were those Northern and Western. 
associations of negro politicians who are seeking so to shape 
the laws and especially to influence the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court as to obtain and hold political and social 
equality for the negroes, and that certain Southern Senators by 
voting along with that western group of Senators, who for 
political reasons must heed the wishes of these negro politicians, 
defeated his confirmation—makes the incident one of historic 
importance in our national history. 


The grounds on which these Southern Senators seek to ex- 
plain their votes against Judge Parker make it only more im- 
portant that those of us who feel that the maintenance of the 
social and political supremacy of the white race in the South is 
ithe highest duty of every Southern white man and woman 
should keep certain distinctions in mind. 

The true Southern white man does not seek to deprive 
the negro of any natural right he has—neither of his life, nor 
his liberty, nor his property, including in pyoperty his right to 
work and make an honest living. But political and social 
equality stand on a very different basis. 


The fight made on Judge Parker was because of his pub- 
lic utterance to the effect that he did not wish to be elected 
‘to public office by the vote of any negro, (a somewhat re- 
markable utterance for a man who was a Republican candidate 
in a close state where the negroes, if they voted, held the bal- 
ance of power); that he did not think the negro should be 
allowed to vote. He realized, as does every Southern white 
man, that political equality between the races is but a pre- 
lude to social equality ketween them, and that social equality 
means the destruction of both races. 

These were the feelings and sentiments of Judge Parker, 
for which he was denied a place on the United States Supreme 
Court—the one court which in the years aboyt to come must 
decide the legal and constitutional questions which will de- 
termine whether the negroes can successfully break down the 
political and social barriers the white men of the South have 
up till now been able to hold against them. Here was a man 
appointed by a Reputlican President, to a vacancy caused by 
the death of a Tennessee Republican member of the U. S. 
Supreme Court, who despite the fact that he himself voted the 
Republican ticket held, as to the most important questions, so » 
far as we in the South are concerned, which can arise in that 
Court during the lifetime of the present generation, those 
views which every true white man in the South holds; and yet 
he was denied confirmation by the vote of a Senator from 
Georgia. . 

And it is also unpleasant to contemplate that the able gen- - 
tleman who was appointed to the place when Judge Parker 
| wae turned down is not likely to hold on these important 
questions the same views as Judge Parker does; and our Sen- 
| ator voted for his confirmation. 


Ordinarily such action on the part of a Southern Senator 
would be beyond any explanation or exéuse he might make 
to his people. I regret that I camnot discuss it without what 
I say being discounted, as a part of the present political con- 
test to which Senator Harris is a party. And I hope that noth- 
ing I say will be construed as asserting that Senator Harris, 
| apart from his political activities, is other than a Southern gen- 
tleman. But I would be untrue to my inmost being if I hesi- 
tated to say that in votirig against Judge Parker ‘he sold his 
birthright for a mess of pottage; and the same applies to the 
few other Southern Senators who voted with him. | 


I feel that Senator Harris forgot for the moment his 
Southern traditions in the hope of carrying political favor with 
certain groups of union labor; and yet I am sure that most 
of the men of the labor unions I know feel just as I do as 
to the questions of political and social equality. 

I have seen Senator Harris’ reasons. | 

_(1) That Judge Parker’s appointment was a political ap- 
pointment. But that must ke wholly unsatisfactory when we 
remember that he was appointed by a Republican President to 
a vacaticy caused by the death of a Republican; and that the 
second appointment, which the Senator voted to confirm, was 
made orf the same basis. | 


(2) That Judge Parker in the Richmond, Va., case ques- 
tioned the validity of the laws against intermarriage between 
the races. This is not true, as any one who has seen the 
opinion well knows. (Any lawyer can find the decision in 37 
Fed. (2)712). Richmond had passed an ordinance providing 
that persons forbidden by law to inter-marry should not live — 
in the same block. The Supreme Court of the United States 
and the Supreme Court of Virginia had both previously held 
that an ordinance forbidding negroes from living in the same 
| block with whites violated the United States Constitution. The 
Supreme Court of Georgia had been compelled by the prior 
decision of the United States Supreme Court to hold the same 
thing. Judge Parker and the other Judges held that since the 
laws of Virginia prohibiting negroes and whites from inter- 
| marrying were VALID, the ordinance was necessarily invalid 
under the prior decisions of the Supreme Court of the United 
States and the Supreme Court of Virginia. So that Judge 
Parker held exactly opposite from what Senator Harris states 
in his reasons for voting against him. 


(3) His third reason for voting against Judge Parker does 
not relate to the race question. He says that Judge Parker. 
restrained the supply ‘“‘of money or other assistance to be 
used by men, women and children in the strike district”” and 
necessary to provide them’ with “‘food, doctors, necessary sup- 
plies of all kinds,.and undertakers in case of death.” This 
statement is untrue. There is no suggestion of any of these 
things in the opinion or order of the court. Where Senator 
Harris got the idea, I do not know. The Supreme Court of 
| the United States has laid down or. approved the general 
‘mature of the order to be made in strike injunctions to pre- 
| vent disorder and destruction of property, and Judge Parker, 
| in obedience to the decisions of the Supreme Court, merely 
| voted to affirm the order of a district judge who had followed 
the decision of the Supreme Court. Lower court judges must 
follow the decisions of the U. S. Supreme Court, no matter 
what their personal views may be. , 


But let me hasten to the main thing I have in mind. Judge 
Parker, while sitting as a judge on the Court of Appeals, had 
no discretion. He was oath-bound to follow the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. His decision would 
not have stood if he had tried to disobey them. But as a Jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme Court, he would be in a 
position to vote his individual views and to use his vote and 
influence against that Court’s making future decisions which 
the Northern and Western negro politicians are anxious to 
have made, breaking down the barriers which Southern men 
have up to date been able to maintain against political and 

It is most unfortunate that Judge Parker is not, on the 
| Supreme bench. It is most unfortunate that it is the vote of ~~ 
'a Southern Senator that kept him from being there. What- = = 
‘ever be the result of the pending election, these are things ~~ 
‘we should hold in remembrance. At least we should keep | 
| them in such remembrance that no Southern Senator will ever | 
dare, for any political reason, to do such a thing again. :

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Reduction Brings Saving of Louis Titus, Associate of Bas-|

A reduction in rates on cotton that: 


means an estimated saving of 30 to 50 
per cent on freight charges was an- 
nounced Tuesday in a letter to. Hu- 
gene Talmadge, commissioner of ag- 
riculture, from E. S. Center, Jr., gen- 
eral agricultural agent of the Atlanta 
and West Point, Western Railway of 
Alabama and the. Georiga railroad. 
It follows closely a similar order is- 
sued by the Central of Georgia rail- 
road a few days ago. 

The saving will be reflected to in- 
dividual growers in an advance on 
the spot market price of cotton, since 
the buyers add to freight charges to 
ports the prices they are allowed to 
pay the farmer. 

Effective Immediately. 


Reductions outlined in the letter to 
Mr. Talmadge are effective at once 
on the three railways represented by 
Mr. Center, Mr. Talmadge announced. 

“These reductions,” the commis- 
sioner pointed out, “coming just as 
the 1930 cotton crop begins to move, 
is aid to the farmer in a most sub 
stantial way. I am delighted that 
these railroads have taken this step 
in their interest for our farmers, and 
especially at this time, when cotton 
is selling at a price lower than cost 
of production. ‘ 

“I hope every other railroad in the 
state will do likewise, and that such 
action will be taken at oncg. I am 
working on this matter with “the traf- 
fic managers of other roads and hope 
to have a similar announcement from 
them very soon. 

Letter to Talmadge. 

The text of Mr. Center's letter fol- 
lows: 4 

“Everv grower, shipper and_ re- 
ceiver of cotton, in. the territory 
served by these railroads, will be in- 
terested in the following announce- 
ment authorized for release this date 
by Freight Traffic Manager G. 
Boulineau. Ne 

“On September 1, the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad Company, the 
Georgia railroad and the Western 
Railway of Alabama put into effect 
reduced rates on cotton going to 
points on their lines where cotton 
mills are located, and also to the 
concentration centers, such as Atlan- 
ta’ Athens, Augusta, Montromery and 
Macon. These reduced rates will, no 
doubt, prove very beneficial to the 
farmers, as they will afford the su- 
perior service be railroad at rates 
which are substantially the same as 
have heretofore been charged by the 
trucks, : 

‘Under the so-called concentration 
system, cotton received at the mar- 
kets by rail may be reshipped on 
through rates, and when it is reshipped 
the freight bills for tte inbound cot- 
ten are accepted at their full face 
value in prepayment of the outbound 
charges, which is not the case witb 
cotton transported by trucks. Con- 
sequently, the rail service is much 
more valuable to the owner of the 
cotton than truck service. In addi- 
tion to this, the banks will handle 
railroad bills of lading, so that ship- 
per of cotton may obtain the money 
for his cotton more promptly. 

“The railroad agents have been fur- 
nished with copies of the new tariffs, 
and they will furnish quotations and 
detailed information about the new 
rates to anyone interested in them. 
The new rates range from 60 and 75 
cents per bale to $1.50 per bale, ac- 
cording .to the length of the haul. 
This represents a reduction of from 
20 to 50e as com “red with previous 
rates. 

“As the foregoing represents. quite

venience to every grower, shipper and 
receiver of cotton in the territory 
served by these railroads, we would ap- 
preciate your bringir this fact to the 
attention of the farmers in any man- 
ner in which you desire.”

TOBACCO PRES LOM 
AT CAROLINA MARKETS 


RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 2.—()— 
Prices averaging from 7 to 11 cents, 
depending upon the grades offered at 
the 18 markets in the state today 
greeted the opening of the North 
Carolina bright leaf tobacco belt. 

Opening prices ranged from 5 to 7 
cents lower than last year’s first day, 
with only one market reporting an 
opening on a par with that of 1929. 

“Farmers dissatisfied,” was the 
general tone of reports from over 
the belt, although no record of refusal 
to accept bids was reported. 

The offerings were described as of 
inferior quaiity, for fhe most part, 
with growers inclined to hold back 
the better grades in the hopes of high- 
er prices later. 

In instances where high grades 
were offered, warehousemen reported 
that they commanded good prices, 
ranging from 15 to 22 1-2 cents a 
pound, So few piles were sold at these 
higher figures, however, that. they 
failed to bolster the general average. 
Sand lugs and first primings consti- 
tuted the bulk of the day’s offerings. 

The Wilson market reported sales 
of 490,496 pounds and _ receipts of 
$37.532.82. an average of $7.65 a hun- 
dred pounds. The outlook for tomor- 
row was described as “light” and 
farmers were reported “dissatisfied.” 

Newbern, from reports, apparently 
had the best market of the day. Slight- 
ly more than 47,000 pounds were sold 
there at an average of 11.35 a pound. 
The opening was described as “about 
the same” as last year and farmers 
were said to be well satisfied.
